These figures give Cook a lead of 
77 votes in the district, but the re- 
ports from Trigg county are all 
from the Cook side who have given 
out figures ranging from 344 to 411 
majority. Long Hollow, unreported 
until yesterday gave Bus* 5 and 
Cook 29. The election in 'Trigg 
county is said to have been uu 
fair fromstart^o finish and in some 
places' was fraudulent. Bush 
was not given a division of officers 
in many precincts and all sorts of 
irreglarities were permitted. 

At Montgomery the poll 
was freely entered and a crowd 
was allowed to stand around in- 
side the room and electioneer for 
Cook, it is said. 

This irregularity, however, was 
not serious, as the vote was light 
and the election apparently other- 
wise properly conducted. 

It was at South Cadiz precinct, 
where Cook received more than 100 
majority, that the polls were kept 
open until nearly 5 o'clock, accord- 
ing to reliable reports. At 5 min 
utes past four one of Busb's sup 
porters, watch in hand, demanded 
that the voting be stopped. His 
request was denied and our inform 
ant asserts that the, votipg contin 
ued for at least 30 minutes longer, 
or until 4:35. This was not 
regularity, but a fraudulent dis- 
regard of the law and it is a princi- 
ple in law that fraud vitiates every 
thing it touches. The election it 
this precinct was fraudulent, nul 
and void, if the facts are as report- 
ed, and Judge Cook's title to the 
nomination, if he has been nominat- 
rests upon a fraud that will 
not stand she test of the courts. 

Mr. Bush left torCadiz yesterday 
and will have attorneys to repre- 
sent him at the count today. If the 
official figures show that he has 
been fairly defeated he will accept 
the result without a murmur. He 
will probably demand a recount of 
all the ballots, as the first step to 
arrive at the correct figures. The 
count today will only be to tabulate 
the results and pass upon the ques- 
tionable ballots. The county com- 
mittee will probably meet and ap- 
point a sub-committee to make the 
count. In the event of a contest, 
the committee would have to meet 
at a later date to make a recount of 
all the ballots. 

The vote was heavy all o 
district. In Christian county the 
total vote will reach 2,700. 
Lyon there were 863 votes cast. 

All of the returns in Trigg coun- 
ty, it was learned yesterday, were 
illegally made. No seals were 
used in the county and no lawful 
returns anywhere sent in. This of 
rse invalidates the entire elec 
tion in Trigg county, as the court 
of appeals has decided that no elec- 
tion can be held except under the 
law and the law requires all re 
turns to be made under seal. 
With Trigg county thrown out, 
Bush's majority in the district 
would be about 350. 

It is also said that the ballots in 
two precincts were burned. In 
this event a recount of the vote 
would change the result, since bal- 
lots destroyed could not be counted: 
If all these things are true and Mr. 
Bush has been defeated by fraud, 
friends wilt demand that be en- 
ter a formal contest before the com- 
mittee and in the courts. Much 
will depend on the disclosures of 
the official canvass.

Revenue on a question raised by a 
manufacturer of smoking tobacco, 
has handed down the following de- 
cision: 

This office has decided that the 
regulations requiring the manufact- 
urer of to-bacco to put up small 
packages containing less than one 
ounce to be repacked in larger pack B^nt's'sho** 
ages, should be revokee, and such " 
subdivision packages abolished. 
"The act approved April 12,1902, 
tablishes a one-ounce package of 
uoking tobacco, and such package* 
ust be properly labeled and stamp- 
There is no authority of law 
r unstamped subdivision packages 
intended to be given away as free 
samples. 

"The manufacturer will be re- 
quired to put up all smoking tobac- 
co in packages containing 1, 1,4, 2, 
2#, 3, 3ji, 4, 8 or 16ounces respect- 
ively, and each small package must 
be properly labeled and stamped 
before removal from the factory.
